All vo- 
ters are required to pay a poll tax— 
in other words, Virginia has got on the 
line laid down for Georgia by the radi- 
cals who constructed our constitution. 
The Virginians go still further in one 
of the recent amendments, which dis- 
franchises all persons convicved of lar- 
ceny, grand or petit.

Benevolence can not be developed unless it 
exists, and the spirit of benevolence z the crea. 
tion ot God. The Sunday-school is che embodi- 
ment of benevolence. We cannot develop 
Christian benevolence in a child unless the 
child be a Christian. 

How to develop it— 

By instructing them specifically, 

By convers on first and culture afterwards. 

By unfolding to the child the te ehings of 
Jesus. 

By giving them information on the subject of 
foreign mi sions. 

By holding up to them examples of benevo- 
lence 

By giving in their presence. 

By holding up before them definite enter- 


prises. 

By systematic, regular and constant beneyo- 
lence. 

Sunday schools should provide for their own 
expenses, and should bear them in part. 

The church should furnish hes who work 
with the means. 

The result: All workers waht find it was 
more blessed to give than receive. 

Rev W. F. Cook said in his experience at the 
institute ne found it was more blessed to ro- 
ceive instruction than to give it.
